Voters Have Choice On School Programs 


Crawford-AuSable School 
District voters will decide the 
fate of 30 school programs 
and services in an August 31 
election. Three — separate 
millage proposals will be on the 
ballot. 

The first package, asking for 
a 3.13 mill increase for 1981, will 
allow the school district to keep 
12 curriculum programs if 
passed. The 3.13 increase for 
one year would generate $395, 
423 for the schools. For the 
average homeowner in the 
school district with a $20,000 
house (S.E.V. $10,000), the 3.13 
mill increase would amount to 
about $31 in extra property 


taxes for a single year, 

The second package, asking 
for .45 mill increase, will allow 
the school district to keep ath- 
letics and extra-curricular ac- 
tivities. The .45 increase for one 
year would generate $56,360 for 
the schools. For the average 
homeowner with a $20,000 
house, the .45 mill increase 
would amount to about $4.50 in 
extra property taxes for a 
single year. 

The third package, asking for 
a 2.12 mill increase for 1981, will 
allow the school district to keep 
16 services and curriculum pro- 
grams. The 2.12 increase for 
one year would generate 
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$266,260 for the schools. For the 
average homeowner with a 
$20,000 house, the 2.12 mill in- 
crease would amount to about 
$21 in extra property taxes for 
one year. 

On the August 31 ballot, pro- 
grams and services will not be 
listed under each of the three 
packages. Package one will ask 
for 3.13 mills for operational 
purposes, package two will ask 
for .45 mills for operational pur- 
poses, and package three will 
ask for 2.12 mills for operational 
purposes. 

The school district’s lawyer 
advised against listing specific 
services and programs under 


the millage proposals. The 
school board went along with 
the advice and plan instead to 
inferm voters before they vote 
as to what specific programs 
and services are included in 
pacages onc, two, and three.

Professional and amateur 
canoeists from around North 
America are converging on 
Grayling to compete in the thir- 
ty-fourth running of the World’s 
Longest Non-stop Canoe Race. 
More than 30 professional 
teams and about one-half as 
many amateur teams are ex- 
pected to challenge the 200-plus 
mile, Grayling to Oscoda, 
AuSable River course. The race 
is a grueling endurance contest, 
with teams maintaining a 40-80 
stroke per minute paddling 
pace during the entire 1442 to 
20-++ hours it will take to reach 
Oscoda. 

The AuSable Canoe Marathon 
has been staged since 1947, The 
teams paddle much of the race 
in the darkness and must make 
six dam portages unaided. It is 
the longest non-stop canoe 
marathon in the world and the 
winners of this event are con- 
sidered by many to be the canoe 
marathon World Champions. 

The 34th running of this World 
Class event will begin at Gray- 
ling at Ray’s Canoe Livery at 
9:00 p.m., Friday, July 24th. 
The winning teams will arrive 
in Oscoda in less than 15 hours, 
at the AuSable Inn, Saturday, 
July 25th, around 12:45 p.m. 

The race begins with a fren- 
zied Grand-Prix style running 
start to the river in front of 
Ray’s, in Grayling, signaled by 
a loud and long blast from the 
town’s emergency siren per- 
ched over the Start area. The 
Amateur race begins at 9:00 
p.m. and the Pro race at 10:00 
p.m. The racers will gather and 
rig their canoes near Ray’s 
Canoe Livery beginning tn the 
early afternoon.

A good-sized group of ‘‘die- 
hard fans” will follow the race 
for the entire 200-+ miles and 15 
hours. They are joined by 
“bank runners” who wade in 
the river or wait at dams to give 
their paddlers subsistence, the 
only food or drink the teams will 
receive during the race.

Robinson said the snake was 
on the road near Portage Creek 
and he ran over it with his bike. 
Robinson, who's been living 
near the campgrounds fer about 
a year, said it was the first rat- 
tlesnake he has spotted in the 
area, 

Local DNR officers said they 
receive about three or four calls 
about rattlesnakes at the park 
each year. Many persons con- 
fuse harmless watersnakes 
with the rattlesnake, but DNR 
officers say the snake is quite 
common, especially in low 
water areas around — the 
Manistee River. The snake is 
poisonous to an extent -- it is 
more likely to make someone ill 
than kill anyone.

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Inmate discipline, or the ability to 
demand it, was the most recurrent theme 
noted as the major cause of recent rioting 
at three Michigan prisons according to a 
preliminary report issued by the chair- 
man of a special joint legislative commit- 
tee investigating the riots. 

The disturbances at Jackson, Ionia 
and Marquette gained national attention 
in jate June and resulted in more than $9 
million in damage and other costs. 

In presenting the report, Represen- 
tative Jeff Padden (D-Wyandotte), chair- 
man of the joint committee and the stand- 
ing House Committee on Corrections, 
said a final report would be issued prior to 
the opening of the fall legislative session. 
He added the final report would include 
specific recommendations for legislation 
to head off future disturbances. 

The report cited several other factors, 
including the oft-mentioned unauthorized 
lockup by prison guards, the removal of 
the good-time provision from sentencing, 
the Department of Corrections inade- 
quate budget, subtle racial tensions and 
overcrowding at the institutions. 

Padden said there was no effective 
vehicle for enforcing prison discipline. He 
noted interviews of both prisoners and 
employees pointed out that the elimina- 


tion of goad-time credit (removed with 


voter approval of Proposal B in the 1978 
general election took away the most ef- 
fective management tool of the depart- 
ment - that being removal of time credit 
for good and proper action during incar- 
ceration. 

The report went on to say as a result 
of longer sentences and no good-time, a 
larger portion of the state’s prison popu- 
lation is serving long, flat sentences. 

It concluded that for persons in this 
category, there is no reason or incentive 
for them to adhere to institutional rules 
or refrain from assaultive predatory 
behavior. 

Padden was very critical of the depart- 
ment’s administration in their appearan- 
ces before the legislative appropriations 
committees in gaining the necessary fun- 
ding to properly run the institutions to 
protect the public as well as the prison 
employees and prisoners. 

“It is not possible to underfund the 
prisons or the Department of Corrections 
without affecting the system,’’ Padden

declared. 

_ He said the department’s administra- 
tion should have resisted in allowing the 
Department of Management and Budget 
to set the corrections budget figures. 
“There are times and situations which 
warrant breaking from the Milliken team 
in going for higher, necessary budget 
levels.” 

Responding to the charges, depart- 
ment Director Perry M. Johnson declared 
the department had been “‘treated very 
fairly by both the executive office and the 
Legislature’ given the need to be ex- 
tremely conservative in financial matters. 

Johnson added the department has 
had to absorb fewer budget cuts than 
have many other state departments given 
the situation at the state’s correctional 
facilities. 

The corrections director countered 
with his own charges that the Legislature 
did not fully fund his and executive office 
requests during the current fiscal year. 
He said the department budget request 
was $202 million, but the Legislature saw 
fit to appropriate only $190.2 million. 

Johnson also added the Legislature 
forced the reduction of the department’s 
salary and wage accounts at the prisons 
by $1.1 million during the current fiscal 
year and forced the transfer of funds from 
that account to a retirement account as 
part of a forced $2 million budget lapse. 

“We have always clearly articulated 
our budget needs to the Legislature and 
we have understood and accepted the 
reduced appropriations as the result of 
difficult economic times,’ Johnson 
responded. 

The preliminary report further said 
that while it was not a riot triggering fac- 
tor per se, overcrowding continues to 
pose serious problems for the depar- 
tment, guards and prisoners. It indicated 
that overcrowding removes = any 


. flexibility in dealing with prisoners ‘‘in a 


safe and humane’”’ manner. 

Padden concluded the preliminary 
report attempted not to be an over-simpli- 
fication of the issues. He said the com- 
mittee was working toward an under- 
standing “plunging'’’ ahead in 
making legislative recommendations, 

He said the committee would be work- 
ing for a cooperative effort by all parties 
involved for a mutually satisfactory 
resolution.

Park Interpreter 


A while back I had a go at the 
mosquito which has prompted 
some interest in another critter 
which, in my experience, is 
worse than the mosquito. The 
adults, both sexes, bite, are 
small, short bodied, humpback- 
ed, and vicious. [ have been bit- 
ten from April to late Septem-~ 
ber during the day and the night 
as well. Tiven good insect 
repellents are none too good 
when you confront this biter of 
bare, tnprotected flesh. The 
bite is usually painless te begin 
with, though it bleeds freely. In 
a short time, however, the it- 
ching and swelling sets in and 
does not subside for several 
days. 


There is no need to tell any 
outdoors’ person that [ am 
referring to the blackfly. A few 
years ayo we were not bothered 
at all by the blackfly in the 
Park. But as water quality im- 
proves, so do the populations of 
blackflies. They need clean, 
fresh, free-running water in 
which to go from egg to larva to 
biting adult. The eggs are laid 
on stones in rapid water, tur- 
ning from white to black as hat- 
ching time approaches. The 
larva remains attached to the 
rock, eating food carried by the 
current, The larva will at times 
be so numerous as to form black 
mats. 


There are several species; 
most feed on the blood of 
mammals, which includes you 
and me. In some areas of Nor- 
thern Michigan and Canada, the 
blackflies are in such numbers 
that outdoor activities are 
brought nearly to a halt. 
Animals suffer greatly too, 
seeking relief im mud plasters 
or standing head deep in ponds 
and lakes. Thankfully, the 
blackfly is not overly abundant 
in this area, but the deerflies 
make up for this deficiency. Oh, 
well, that’s another story.

Old Business. 

The City Manager presented the bids for City Street Work which 
were opened July 8, 1981. Bids were received from 14 contractors and 
ranged from a low of $237,854.60 to a high of $366,494.15 for all three 
projects. (Note: A complete bid tab is attached to these Minutes). Mr. 
Robert Paquette, President of R.S. Scott Engineering and Mr. Jerry 
Morford, City Manager recommended that the bid be awarded to the 
low bidder, M & M Excavating of Gaylord, subject to them furnishing 
bonds and insurance forms to the satisfaction of the City Engineer and 
City Attorney.

Scott Associates for 
engineering services in the amount of $9,558.70.

Mr. Car! Lehto was present to discuss the revised Sewer Facility 

, Plan with Council. The lengthy revision as well as the original Facility 
Plan is on fite in the City Office. 

Mr. Thompson opened the Public Hearing on the Revised Facility 
Plan. Several questions were asked, Mr. Morford stated that the 
revised plan has been submitted to the D.N.R. for preliminary ap- 
proval. Mayor Thompson declared the Public Hearing closed. 

Sale of property to A & R Forest Products Co. was discussed. Mr 
Morford presented a letter from A & R Forest Products indicating that 
they wish to purchase the property on which they desire to build, 

Motion by Golnick, supported by Latuszek that City Manager 
Jerry W. Morford and Mayor Thompson be authorized te exercise the 
option on the property in question and to negotiate sale of such proper- 
ty to A & R Forest Products. Ayes: 4, Nays: 0, Absent: 1, motion 
carried, 

Discussion of final payment for the new Fire 'l'ruck took place. The 
City Manager noted that the truck is satisfactory and in use and he 
recommended payment. 

Motion by Sabin, supported by Thompson that the City Manager 
be authorized to make the final payment on the Fire ‘Truck. Ayes: 4, 
Nays: 0, Absent: 1, motion carried. 

New Business, 

Mayor Thompson opened the Public Hearing on a Rezoning 
Request for property on M-72 West. Mr. Morford detailed the property 
in question and the requested changes in zoning. He made the following 
recommedations: 

1. Parcel 'B"' be rezoned from R-1 to Industrial. 

2. Parcel ‘‘C"' be rezoned from R-1 to R-2. 

3. Parcel “E"' be rezoned fram R-1 to C-2. 

4, Parcel A" be rezoned from R-1 to R-2. 

5. Parcel “D’’ be rezoned from R-1 to C-2. 

Mayor Thompson closed the Public Hearing.

$6,756.26 from the City. The City has already budgeted its funds fer 
fiscal 1981-82 with no such provision included. Mr, Sabin indicated 
that if Recreation Authority meetings are not changed to an evening 
time, he will have to be replaced on the Board due to a lack of time 
during the day. 

‘The request for permission to close Norway Street for 5 days for a 
carnival during the Milltown Festival, July 27 thru August 2nd was 
discussed. The City Manager presented several communications 
relative to this proposal. Comments from the audience were made. The 
city park was mentioned as an alternative. Mr. Swift stated that the 
carnival owner was not too anxious to use that area. The discussion 
was lengthy and various areas were examined. The Chamber of Com- 
merce was steadfast in their desire to have the use of the street for this 
purpose. 

Motion by ‘Thompson, supported by Latuszek that the request to 
use Norway Street for a carnival area be denied. Ayes: 1, Nays: J, Ab- 
stain: 1, Golnick, Absent; 1, the motion failed. Mr. Swift stated that the 
Chamber would withdraw its request,

cus on the Charles Fick property on August 10, 1981 was presented by 
Mr. Morford.

businesses within the city limits 
for enhancement of the Mill- 
town theme. 

From this interest pool, the 
Housing Commission — will 
augment a loan from the Gray- 
ling State Bank. The Grayling 
State Bank has agreed to lend at 
1% below the normal interest 
rate for participants of this pro- 
gram. (The participant will 
have to be approved for their 
bank loan by the Grayling State 
Bank). 

After the participant submits 
a proposed work plan to the 
Housing Commission for ap- 
proval, the Housing Com- 
mission will match the bank 
loan up to approximately $2,500 
to $4,000 — depending on the 
number of storeowners partici- 
pating. 

For example: The storeowner 


borrows $3,000 from the Gray- 


ling State Bank at 15 percent, 1 
percent below the normal in- 


terest rate of 16 percent. The - 


Heusing Commission — then 
makes a $3,000.00, interest-free 
deferred loan to the same store- 
owner. This results in $6,000.00; 


$3,000.00 at 0% with no payback | 


until the property changes title, 


and $3,000.00 at 15% with mon- | 


thly payback to the Grayling 
State Bank. This will make the 
actual interest around 7.5%. 

The money from the Housing 
Commission must be used for 
exterior work and must be used 
to create or enhance a Milltown 
Theme. The money borrowed 
from the Bank may be used for 
any other building rehabilita- 
lidti oF renovation deemed 
necessary by the storeowner, 
but that work is to be submitted 
also and must be completed 
within a reasonable period of 
time. 

Housing Commission Direc- 
tor Randy Thompson stressed 
that the program is still only in 
the planning stages. He said, 
however, if the program is ap- 
proved it could help 6-10 
businesses acquire the Milltown 
look. 

Duanne Swift, Chamber of 
Commerce Manager, estimated 
approximately 30 percent of 
businesses within the city limits 
currently sport the Milltown 
look.
